The Agricultural Prospect. 
Although the rains visited us so 
early this Fall as to do some little 
damage to the ungathered grape crop, 
yet their coming has been on the 
whola a benefit. They prepared the 
ground for plowing, and it is probable 
that at no time within the history of 
the settlement of this valley have 
there been one-half so many acres of 
freshly plowed ground thus early in 
the season as this year. 
Our reports 
from all parts of the county are to the 
effect that the farmers are at work 
turning o v e r ttie »o/f. A Sufficient 
amount of rain has already fallen to 
place the ground in excellent condi­ 
tion for the plow. There are abundant 
indications to warrant the belief that 
next season will be tlie most prosper­ 
ous ever seen in Southern California. 
Especially in Los Angeles valley will 
this be the case. Our population has 
largely increased within the past year, 
and the current of immigration con­ 
tinues to grow stronger day by day. 
It is hazarding little to say the popu­ 
lation of this city and valley will he 
increased at least five thousand within 
a year beginnig with lastfJuly. The 
class of immigration now flowing into 
Southern California is composed al­ 
most exclusively of mechanics and 
farmers—just the kind of people most 
needed to develop tho resources of 
the country. We arc entering on a 
prosperous era, the extent and magni­ 
tude of which depends as much or 
more on the liberality and enterprise 
of those already here as on the in­ 
dustry and persevfcrcnce of those com­ 
ing among us. Let us encourage peo­ 
ple to come here and encourage them 
to remain. There is land for all, 
and if those now holding large bodies 
of it would see it covered with farms, 
groves, orchards and vineyards, they 
muet encourage immigration and to 
do this they will do M'ell to remember 
that there are millions of aeros of un­ 
cultivated land in California, and if 
farm-seekers cannot purchase at rea­ 
sonable rates in thi* valley they will 
go elsewhere. 


A Damaging Proposition. 
There appears to be more than we at 
the time snpposed in tlie rumor pub­ 
lished in the H e r a ld some days ago 
to the efiect that aschcmo for turning 
the water from several zanjas now 
running through the city over on the 
high hind on the east, side of the river 
will Im sought to be carried into eflect 
in ease Mr. 8 abich i and the candi­ 
dates for Councllmen associated with 
him are elected. We understand that 
the parties who desire to turn the 
water as mentioned have their plans 
all arranged and feel confident of soe­ 
ces* if they can elect Mr. Babichi. It 
would no doubt odd much to the value 
oí the high lands on tho east side of 
the river to place an abundant supply 
of water on them, and we should be 
pleased to see them so «applied, but it 
would bo unjust and we could not en­ 
dorse the proposition to thus enhance 
the value of one locality at the expense 
of and to the great injury of another. 
If the water is turned from sevjural of 
the ditches now running through the 
city, tho result will he serious loss to 
those residents now dependent on 
those ditches to irrigate their gardens 
and vineyards. Mr. B eaudry has 
supplied the high lands on the west 
side of the river with an abundance of 


water, but iu doing so he has intei* 
fered with no man’s right nor deprived 
any one of a singlo drop which was 
theirs before ho commenced laying his 
pipes. In accomplishing this great 
M'ork, which the Evening E x /> r r s s says 
will add millions of dollars to the tax­ 
able property of tho city, Mr. Beau­ 
d r y has asked tor no assistance from 
the city, neither in the shape of money 
nor an exclusive franchise. What he 
has done he has done with his own 
means, and others may imitate his 
example and compete with his enter­ 
prise at will. If Mr. SauICIII and his 
friends M ould run on Mater the high 
land on the cast side of tlie river let 
them obtain their supply from the fiats 
as Mr. B e a ü d u y has done. lSut< when 
they undertake to stock tlie Council 
M'ith men who null deprive a large 
portion of our citizens of tho water on 
which they are dependent to irrigate 
(heir trees, they are Seeking to force a 
measure which is both unwarranted 
and unjust. We warn those interested 
that if Mr. Sabichi and ids ticket are 
elected an attempt, and, we fear, a 
successful one, will be made ti» carry 
out this scheme.

The Transit of Vvnus Over tho Oise of the 
Sun. 
[Translated from Ln Crónica o fth c lSlli Insl.] 
Twice every hundred years the in­ 
habitants of tho earth can see tlie 
beautiful planet Venus delineated asa 
black spot over tho luminous disc of 
tlie sun, and that phenomenon offers 
to the wise a valuable method of com­ 
puting with mathematical precision 
the distance u’hioli separates us from 
the sun, tho center of our planetary 
system. 
One hundred and five years ago the 
transit of Venus was observed and the 
astronomers inferred that we u’erc 
111,000,000 miles distant from the sun, 
but in that computation tiiey acknowl­ 
edged some 1,200,000 miles as doubtful, 
and that uncertainty is what the as­ 
tronomers of the different civilized 
nations arc going to rectify on tho .St 11 
of December proximo. 
France, England, Russia, Germany 
and tlie United States have already 
named their respective commissions, 
which, at the time M’e write this arti­ 
cle, should bo en route for tiioir re­ 
spective posts of observation. 
The French astronomers have chosen 
Yokohama, the island of 8nn Pablo, 
Noumea, Mescate, Suez, Reunion and 
Pekin as the places M’lierc they will 
establish their observatories. The 
English Mill distribute themselves in 
Alexandria, tlie islands of Kerguelen, 
Rodriguez, Sandwich, Auckland, the 
Antarctic polar circle, Australia and 
N om’ Zealand. The Germans will lo­ 
cate in Japan, tlie islands of Kergue­ 
len, Auckland and Mauricio. The Rus­ 
sians will observe from twenty stations 
situated across Russia, Siberia, China 
and Japan. The Americans have 
chosen China, Japan and the Sand­ 
wich islands. 
The phenomenon M ill be invisible 
in a part of Africa, iu Spain, France, 
England, Germany, Switzerland and 
the. American Continent, as it will 
take place after tlie setting of the sun 
in these countries. The inhabitants 
of a part of Africa, of Arabia and 
Persia, will see tiie conclusion of the 
transit without having seen the phe­ 
nomenon, and in Trinidad Island will 
lie seen only tlie entrance and depart­ 
ure of Venus over the disc of tlie sun, 
inasmuch as during the interval from 
one to the other tiie sun will be invis­ 
ible.|Tho French astronomers, before 
leaving Paris, adjusted tlie magnifi­ 
cent apparatus with which they are 
provided, and made themselves thor­ 
oughly acquainted with its manage­ 
ment, so tiiat no delay, no vacillation 
or irresolution may compromise or en­ 
danger the success of their operations. 
Among their apparatus are counted 
some magnificent telescopes provided 
with M atch mechanism which causes 
tlie instrument to follow tho sun in its 
course, making it unnecessary for the 
astronomers to move (lie telescope, 
mil] 
ilnt’b rtnljinci tn rmirrwlin»»» 
instantaneously the image of the sun 
bv means of an ingeniously contrived 
system ot telescopes. 
Besides, tlie 
French astronomers convey with 
them their observatories encased in 
wood and the campaign tents which 
must shelter them. 
The transit of Venus over the disc of 
the sun M’ill last four hours, and the 
next phenomenon of that nature will 
take place on the 8th of December, 
1882, and will be visible iu France 
aud other countries where now it will 
be invisible.

We copy the following letter written 
by Mr. H. L. Binford, now a resident 
of this city from the Jackson, Tennes­ 
see Whig and Tribune, 
it will lie 
seen that Mr. Binford, though a resi­ 
dent of this county but a few months, 
lias seen a great deal and lias seen it 
aright: 
Los A n g e l e s , Oct. —otli, 1871. 


M e s s r s . 
E d i t o r s : 
According 
to 
promise 1 am now prepared to com­ 
municate to you and my many friends 
in Jackson and the surrounding coun­ 
try, my views of California and Los 
A ngeles county and city. 
1 have delayed writing in order to 
get fully posted in regard to the coun­ 
try, so that I could write advisedly. I 
t hink this is one of the loveliest coun­ 
tries and finest climate that lias ever 
been explored by the American peo­ 
ple; it is neither hot or cold Winter 
or Summer. I have been here now 
three months, and the highest range 
of tho thermometer was «3°, and only 
four or five days of such heat this sea­ 
son. At tile samo timo the nights 
were cool, having to sleep undercover, 
and at this writing do not sleep under 
any more than in July and August, 
and 1 wear the same clothing now as 
I did on my arrival here. 
The soil is rich, productive and re­ 
munerative, 
when 
properly culti­ 
vated, yielding in corn seventy-five to 
one hundred bushels per acre. Tobacco 
grows finely and yields three crops in 
one year from one planting. 
Beans, 
peas*, potatoes, pumpkins, beets, cab­ 
bage, and in fact everything in the 
vegetable category, grows well hero, 
producing with and without irriga­ 
tion, two and three crops on the same 
land in twelve mouths. 
There is a 
fair proportion of land in this country 
that will yield a good crop of corn 
without irrigation. Suclt land can ho 
bought from $20 to $30 per acre,unim­ 
proved. Tho tropical fruits, such as 
oranges, lemons, limes and English 
walnuts flourish well here, and yield 
a handsome profit as soon as they 
commence bearing; they commence to 
yield when from six to ten years old. 
Any one may feel that lie lias a com­ 
petency if he lias twenty acres of land 
set in these trees at a bearing age. 
Reaches and apples grow well here, as 
in the Eastern States. 
Rears and 
grapes cannot be surpassed either in 
quality or quantity. 
This excels ail 
other countries lor strawberries. 
1 
gathered and ate them to-day from 
vines 
that 
have 
been 
bearing 
every month since last February, 
though this is not a common tiling, 
but can ho by proper attention and 
irrigation. Some may call this a Cal­ 
ifornia strawberry yarn; should any 
one doubt it, 1 can produce a good 
witness, I)r. J. R. McFerrin, of Nash­ 
ville, who helped to cat them. This is 
a great country, and tho only way for 
one to know and to appreciate it is to 
come and see it. 
We have in this 
country the gopher, ground squir­ 
rel, 
and 
they 
are 
great 
pests; 
they are destnistive to vines, and 
semi-tropical fruit trees, 
but they 
will, howover, disappear as the coun­ 
try becomes settled. Wood and water 


is scarce in some localities;-wood is 
worth $10 to $15 per cord, though we 
have to use but little wood except for 
cooking pnrjioscs. 
The general ex­ 
pense of living here is less than in 
Jackson, though a few tilings are 
higher. Honey is one of the staphs 
of the country, and there is no coun­ 
try that can produce a superior quality; 
and as to quantity, it is spoken of and 
sold by the ton. In fact, we might say 
this is a land of milk and honey, a lain I 
of fruits and flowers, for we have all 
of them in abundance the year round. 
1 think in a few years, on account of 
health, climate, soil and productions, 
this country will lie densely populated 
by the best class of citizens from every 
country and clime. If any one in Ten­ 
nessee or any of the Southern States 
contemplates a change of location, 1 
know of no country bettor adapted to 
the people of the South than Los An­ 
geles; yet I cannot advise an indis­ 
criminate move of all classes. The 
towns and country are overstocked 
with lawyers, doctors, merchants and 
clerks, so there is not much room for 
these. The country needs hone and 
muscle, good farmers, carpenters, plus 
♦erers, briekmasons, blacksmiths and 
day laborers on tho farm, all of which 
command good wages. Farm hands 
get $25 to $30 per month and board by 
the year. 
I must bring my letter to a close, as 
I nave already made it longer (han I 
anticipated. 1 shall take pleasure in 
answering letters from any of my 
friends, or from any one desirous of 
moving here, if they wish further in­ 
formations.
